Oaths to our glorious Deliverer: But 
as ke gave up one of the beſt Biſhopricks 
in England for ſo doing, and utterly dif- 
avow'd (as the Author of his Life in- 
forms us) carrying on a Succeſſion in the 
preſent Nonjuring Intereſt, I think this 
Condutt befpeaks him to be at leaſt an bo- 
neft Man.—T am ſure his Works in ge- 
neral, and Med:tations in particular, 
prove him to be not only an honeſt, but 
a ſpiritual and ſeraphic Man. Per- 
haps, to Menof more diſpaſſionate Minds, 
Jome of this Expreſſions may appear 
rather los ſeraphic; and therefore upon 
reaaing over my few Extratts, lately at 
Briſtol, and imagining that the Words 
real Pieſence, thy evidently meant by 
the go:d Biſhop only of the Redeemer's
